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The New Age event was held at 
John Denver’s Colorado based 
Windstar Foundation, near Snow- 
inass, Colorado, June 12-14. Other 
speakers were Carol-Goran Heden; 
Joan Holmes (Global Executive 
Director, The Hunger Project); 
Jean-Michel Cousteau; Fritjof 
Capra; Michio Kushi; Jean Hous¬ 
ton; Chungliang A1 Huang and An¬ 
dreas Vollenwieder, Vivienne Ver- 
don-Roe; Thomas Crum; Dennis 
Weaver, Bob Samples; Dick Gre¬ 
gory; Russell Peterson; Edgar 
Mitchell; and Janet Sheldon. 

To express it as politely as possi¬ 
ble, Grace gets around! Interest¬ 
ingly, Pat Robertson was a former 
employee of Grace. 

On page 14 of SHOUT IT FROM 
THE HOUSETOPS Robertson said 
he had been a “troubleshooter” 
for W. R. Grace & Company in 
South America: 

“Things just didn’t seem to be adding 
up. My rather, as US. Senator from Vir¬ 
ginia and chairman of the Banking and 
Currency Committee, was one of the most 
powerful men in the nation. 1 had a 
proud Southern heritage “ honor grad 
from military prep school. Golden Gloves 
boxer. Phi Beta Kappa at Washington and 
Lee tNOTE: Eustace Mullins notes on 
page 8 of his autobiographical, A WRIT 
FOR MARTYRS, that his college class¬ 
mates included “evangelist Pat Robert¬ 
son”, Marine combat officer in Korea, 
law degree from Yale, trou ble~shooter for 
the W R_ Grace Company in South Amer¬ 
ica 

Dedc Robertson expressed it this 
way in her book, MY GOD WILL 
SUPPLY: 

“Even before graduation Pat accepted an 
excellent job with the W. R. Grace con¬ 
glomerate. In June 1955, when he received 
his law degree, he was moved to New 
York City.” 
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Robertson slightly amplified some 
of this information in AMER¬ 
ICA’S DATES WITH DESTINY: 

“I should have been happy in the busi¬ 
ness world. There was unlimited oppor¬ 
tunity. I had a lovely wife, a growing 
family, and an apartment overlooking 
New York Harbor. I represented W. R. 
Grace in projects in South America. 

Temporarily, I stayed active in politics. 
»> 

Grace heads the United States di¬ 
vision of a super-secret organiza¬ 
tion of international elite, the 
Knights of Malta, Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem. As head of 
such, he naturally has close ties to 
Pope John Paul II who has highly 
praised his work. 

J. Peter Grace is also evidently 
close to the leadership of Hills¬ 
dale College. Although Hillsdale 
has a distinctly conservative pub¬ 
lic image, it has been known to 
tolerate, perhaps even overtly en¬ 
courage New Age Movement ac¬ 
tivity. Hillsdale’s Shavano Insti¬ 
tute has featured such speakers as 
Marilyn Ferguson, William Irwin 
Thompson, and Barbara Marx 
Hubbard. More recently, it has 
been a driving force towards se¬ 
curing conservative acceptance of 
something called “Privatization.” 
Much of my nervousness over this 
development — which would take 
many vital governmental services 
and put them into the hands of 
private developers and en¬ 
trepreneurs stems from the fact 
that its primary pusher with Presi¬ 
dent Reagan has been Willard 
Garvey of Wichita, Kansas, a su¬ 
per-wealthy supporter of New Age 
causes, such as the Garvey Center. 
We will have more no this in fu¬ 
ture issues of THE MONITOR. 

Marilyn Ferguson said in a Detroit 
Unity Temple speech in early 
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summer of 1982 that when the 
New Age came it would not nec¬ 
essarily be in the form of tofu 
stands and vegetarian restaurants - 
that it very well could come, in¬ 
stead, in the form of major cor¬ 
porate policy changes. 

She might well have added that it 
would also come with conserva¬ 
tive trappings. 

One of those evidently helping to 
bring it about is J. Peter Grace. He 
has other interesting ties besides 
those of the conservative political 
community and mainstream New 
Age Movement. Grace has Nazi 
ties as well. 

Those ties are with former offi¬ 
cials of German conglomerate I. 
G. Farben. Farben operated with 
the distinct advantage of very 
economical operating expenses. 
What made the difference for 
them was cheap labor - very 
cheap labor . One might even say 
it was a real steal! Specifically, 
they operated with slave labor 
from a highly captive audience. 
They built a plant right within the 
Auschwitz grounds that employed 
140,000 prisoners at a time. One of 
its officials was Otto Ambros. He 
was to later stand trial before the 
Nuremberg Tribunal for his role 
in German war crimes. Even 
while the trial was proceeding, 
Ambros was recruited as part of 
something called “Project Paper¬ 
clip.” He was sentenced at 
Nuremberg to eight years in prison 
for his war crimes. But, thanks to 
the intervention of J. Peter Grace, 
he was released and allowed to 
emigrate to the United States af¬ 
ter serving only three years. This 
occurred even though Nazi war 
criminals were officially banned 
from entering the United States. 
But, once again, Grace’s interven¬ 
tion removed this barrier to Am- 
bros’s entry here. 
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Ambros was not the only benefi¬ 
ciary of Grace’s largesse towards 
convicted Nazis. Friedrich Karl 
Flick was an important financier 
of the Nazi regime. He was so 
impressed by Goerings’ prediction 
that there would be no more elec¬ 
tions after the March 5, 1933 ones 
in Germany that he added 200 
thousand marks to his already 
generous contributions. The 
Nuremberg tribunal found him 
guilty of using slave labor and 
aiding the SS. Flick was sen¬ 
tenced to seven years by the 
Nuremberg tribunal. Flick, obvi¬ 
ously on good terms with J. Peter 
Grace, easily found a spot for his 
son and heir-apparent. The boy 
was sent to the United States to 
train for the W. R. Grace Com¬ 
pany. 

In the past few years, Grace has 
gained increasing respectability as 
the head of President Reagan’s 
Private Sector Survey on Cost 
Cutting J. Peter Grace, Chairman. 
This is more commonly known as 
“The Grace Commission.” It ap¬ 
pears that their solutions to the 
high costs of government are 
again, privatization. 

Grace says in his preface to the 
Commission’s report: 

“Our work has resulted in 2,478 recom¬ 
mendations designed to bring about cost 
savings of $424.4 billion over three years, 
cash accelerations of $66 billion over a 
similar period, and overall managerial 
improvements." 

He projects that these recommen¬ 
dations would save S1.9 trillion 
PER YEAR by the year 2000. On 
the negative side, he posits a $10.2 
trillion deficit in the 1990’s if his 
Commission’s recommendations 
are not accepted. 

Obviously, such a savings would be 
attractive and such a deficit 
would be horrendous. But, is there 
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a hidden agenda to Grace’s rec¬ 
ommendations? 

Grace also infers that there is 
quite a propaganda drive needed 
to make the needed “reforms”: 

The ultimate impact of what we have pro¬ 
posed will depend on whether the Amer¬ 
ican taxpayer can be persuaded that the 
problems arc real and serious, the need 
for action pressing, the possibilities for 
reform promising, and the time for ac¬ 
tion at hand. If successful, then those 
same citizens can be depended upon to 
let their elected representatives and ap¬ 
pointed officials know that ‘business as 
usual* in the Federal Government can no 
longer be tolerated, and that rapid and 
extensive reforms must be instituted. 

Not unexpectedly, Grace adds that 
these are: 

“in hopes of stimulating just such a 
broadly based consensus for change 
....(page I, WAR ON WASTE: PRESIDENTS 
PRIVATE SECTOR SURVEY ON COST 
CONTROL, J. Peter Grace Chairman.” 

Of the drastic “reforms” Grace 
urges, he says: 

“Some of the recommendations made by 
PPSS have been made before. Others are 
entirely new Regardless of their origins, 
the focus must now be on implementa¬ 
tion. The current economic trends are 
simply too serious to delay action any 
longer.” 

This sounds amazingly like some¬ 
thing else I read somewhere — Oh, 
yes, it is from Jeremy Rifkin’s 
Bantam New Age series book, 

ENTROPY: 

Today wc arc being forced to make a 
transition from the Industrial Age of 
non renewable resources to a new and 
still undefined age based once again 
on renewable sources of energy, and wc 
will have to do so in little more than 
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one generation. The radical change in 
world view required to make this tran¬ 
sition will have to be accomplished 
virtually overnight. There will be no 
time for polite debate, subtle compro¬ 
mise, or momentary equivocation. To 
succeed will require a zealous determi¬ 
nation ~ a militancy, if you will ~ of 
herculean proportion. 

The book of Daniel foretold just 
such a militancy coming at the 
close of earthly time: 


Then I would know the truth of the 
fourth beast, which was diverse from 
all the others, exceeding dreadful, 
whose teeth were of iron, and his nails 
of brass; which devoured, brake Ibrokel 
in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with his feet; And of the ten horns 
that were in his head, and of the other 
which came up, and before whom three 
fell; even of that horn that had eyes, 
and a mouth that spake very great 
things, whose look was more stout than 
his fellows. I beheld, and the same 
horn made war with the saints, and 
prevailed against them. 

J. Peter Grace and his Commission 
have expressed many concerns 
about a cash economy. The intro¬ 
duction to the Grace Commission 
report says: 

“Another one-third of all their taxes es¬ 
capes collection from others as the un¬ 
derground economy blossoms in direct 
proportion to tax increases and places even 
more pressure on law abiding taxpayers, 
promoting still more underground econ¬ 
omy “ a vicious cycle that must be 
broken.” 

This could well be an important 
rationale the cashless society 
(computerized barter economy) 
that the New Agers favor. The 
Book of Revelation so clearly 
prophesies one as well. 
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NEW AGE TACTICS 


lovebombing 


I find many Christians are failing 
to speak out against obvious New 
Age abuses such as calls for 
cleansing actions and destruction 
of Christianity, because they feel 
they are “witnessing.” Many New 
Agers are aware of this and are 
attempting to exploit the situation 
to prolong the silence of their 
Christian neighbors, to the detri¬ 
ment of others likely to be en¬ 
snared by New Age “lovebomb¬ 
ing” techniques of overfriendli¬ 
ness with an ulterior motive. 

My experience with New Agers 
leaving the New Age Movement 
is that they usually do so within a 
very short time after a Christian 
witness, if they are going to leave 
it. Many New Agers feel them¬ 
selves spiritually and intellectu¬ 
ally superior to Christians. They 
operate on a basis of “think glob¬ 
ally, act locally.” Consequently, 
they will be friendlier than 
friendly to their Christian and 
other neighbors and neutralize 
them by being “the girl/boy next 
door.” Many Christians have been 
amazed when 1 have come into 
their area and reported of inter¬ 
nationally significant New Age 
operations right in their towns. 
(Example, IN CONTEXT MAGA¬ 
ZINE, Sequim, Washington.) In the 
Sequim case, I read paragraphs 
from a prominent New Age mag¬ 
azine published in that town, by 
the son-in-law of prominent 
Theosophical Society officials. 
Those paragraphs called for a 
New Age revolution that included 
bloodshed. A young lady in the 
audience hugged the publisher, 
who professed innocence to her. (I 
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never met a con man in the years 
of my practice of law who did 
not profess innocence!) She was 
afraid that by exposing their 
teachings, we had spoiled her 
“witnessing.” I also heard there of 
parents participating in “Peace 
Child”, an important New Age 
project, for the sake of “witness¬ 
ing.” In Bellingham, Washington, 
near the United States, Canadian 
border, I debated a New Age 
channeler who told the audience 
she had just come from meeting 
with Barbara Marx Hubbard and 
that we didn’t have to have the 
“cleansing action” for the world 
to receive the “New Christ.” “If 
everybody will cooperate, then he 
can come without bloodshed,” she 
continued. A young man in the 
audience approached me. He was 
incredulous at what he had just 
heard. This channeler was his next 
door neighbor, and he had been 
witnessing to her for a very long 
time. What was actually taking 
place, in this case, was that she 
was stringing him along, neutral¬ 
izing him for a very long time. 

In the words of my favorite, 
anonymous philosopher, “givf me 
a break!” 


HOPI PROPHECIES 


Ironically, it was David Spangler’s 
first cousin, Sally Spangler, a 
Catholic Christian from Colum¬ 
bus, Ohio was the first to alert me 
(1983) to the importance of Hopi 
prophecies and Native American 
spiritualities. She saw an article in 
the Columbus Catholic, which she 
showed me, telling of a meeting 
held in the Cathedral Church of 
St. John the Divine in New York 
City. She was horrified, as was I, 
to see that this article, appearing 
in fall of 1982, proudly spoke of 
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how those with the sign of the 
cross would be beheaded and those 
with the sign of the swastika 
would go on to build a new civi¬ 
lization. 

Unfortunately, l mislaid that arti¬ 
cle, and did not have the specific 
date for ordering a replacement. I 
looked in New Age books for sev¬ 
eral years, for a replication of 
that evidence. Now, that 1987 is 
here and the New Agers are look¬ 
ing forward to their “planetary 
convergences” the evidence 
seems to be surfacing in virtually 
every New Age bookstore. Plus, I 
(with the able assistance of Marie 
Fisher!) found a November 1971 
MOTHER EARTH NEWS in a 
Seattle used bookstore. Appropri¬ 
ate parts of that Plowboy Inter¬ 
view with Native American 
spokesman Tom Binyaca read as 
follows: 

This is a warning to us also. The sacred 
land that was put in our trust is being 
taken away from us and is being de¬ 
stroyed. We arc being forced into debt 
and then forced to sell - The prophecies 
say that the men in the White Hats will 
one day tell all the people in this land 
about what has happened to the Hopi. 
Whocrcr now forces his way on to our sa¬ 

cred land will bring great punishment 
upon his people when the Purifiers 
come. „ We feel that it is not ▼cry long 
before we will settle down and wait for 

the Day of Purification. 

PLOWBOY: Do the children have to go 
to government schools? 

TOM: We’re forced to go to those schools 
and we’re forced to go to church too. Ev¬ 
erything is forced. It’s like a military 
school. 

PLOWBOY: To what churches arc you 
forced to go? 

TOM: Presbyterian ... no, not Pres by le- 
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rian. It’s a Protestant church ... and some 
go to Catholic church. I had to go to 
school and church and they let me come 
home in the summer only two or three 
times until I finished in 1930 ... It’s ac¬ 
tually a military establishment. ... These 
are the things that so concern us because 
this is the way the government starts to 
change us and tear down our sacred reli¬ 
gious structure. - The government and 
the BIA know that the Hupis have sur¬ 
vived as farmers ... with no irrigation ... 
by peforming the ceremonies to bring 
rain to our area. When we perform the 
ceremony right it brings rain and we 
have plenty of com. We’re able to take 
care of ourselves that way. ... Now the gov¬ 
ernment is trying to destroy our religion 
by doing everything possible to discour¬ 
age our farming. ... Now many of the 
young people live away from home in the 
government schools and never take part 
in the ceremonies ... And the BIA ... has 
pressured the young people “ the edu¬ 
cated ones ~ to follow the government- 
sponsored Hopi Tribal Council. And 
these people have been approaching the 
many uneducated ones who have been 
Christianized or brainwashed in the gov¬ 
ernment schools and talking them into 
signing things that they do not under¬ 
stand. ... 

... We’ve also contacted many who are in¬ 
volved in environmental protection in 
the government and the state. We’ve con¬ 
tacted the Sierra Club and we’re in 
touch with the Friends of the Earth 
and a group in New Mexico. ... We finally 
found out that there’s a big plan to in¬ 
dustrialize the whole Four Corners oarca 
... There’s really a danger if wc do not 
stop this development. Bad things are 
gonna happen there very fast. But the 
main thing we’re trying to do is impress 
on all tribes and all races of people that 
we’ve come to a dangerous point now. If 
we go on this way much longer ... wc will 
be destroyed. _ We will see men begin 
to laugh at their religious leaders and 
assassinate their high leaders. Children 
will lie and parents will neglect their 
children. Life will be so corrupted by 
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man. Wc know that in another world it 
was like this and that world was de¬ 
stroyed when man turned away from the 
Great Spirit and Nature. Man brought 
that life to an end and was destroyed by 
the power of the Great Spirit. Very few 
people came out of that and we who arc 
living on this earth today are descen¬ 
dants of those pcpolc. Wc were warned 
that we must not do it again but we arc 
headed for the same thing once more. 

The Hopis knew it would come when 
man began to invent many things and 
wc sec inventions of all kinds now. The 
Hopis knew about cars, about airplanes ... 
the hydrogen bomb. They knew what 
would happen if wc were ever allowed to 
drop one of them on the ground. We’ve 
seen those things happen and wc know 
that this land is right for the planting 
of destruction. 

PLOWBOY: Do you think there’s any 
chance for reversal? 

TOM: There’s a chance, according to our 
prophecy, if some people ~ whether In¬ 
dian or some other race here with us “ 
realizes that we need to keep our reli¬ 
gious and spiritual teachings and hold 
on to them. Otherwise we’re just going 
to destroy ourselves with what we invent 
... The universe is set up in a certain 
way that is kept in balance. Once we’ve 
disturbed even a little of it, we’ll cause 
a chain reaction all over the universe 
that we can’t stop. We’ve traveled to many 
areas explaining this to people and we’ve 
tried to give this message to the United 
Nations and members of the Senate and 
Congress ... 

PLOWBOY: This destruction you’re talk¬ 
ing about ... will there be survivors: 
Will the human race continue? 

TOM: There will be a great destruction 
because the Great Spirit tells us that an¬ 
other world will end like the last one 
that was destroyed before we came here 
We were warned not to do it again “ not 
to turn from the path that He laid down 
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for us ” or we would come to where we 
just can’t control ourselves. But wc have 
not listened, so to keep us from totally 
destroying this life, there arc three 
people “ or nations “ who are commis¬ 
sioned to bring purification upon this 
continent. They will come here 
quickly one day and just paralyze this 
earth. All the power that wc have ~ the 
machines and everything “ will stop 
and they will conquer the land. 

This land, you see, is being held by 
spiritual principles or spiritual instruc¬ 
tions from the Great Spirit, we call the 
first people here “Indians” which is 
not the right name for them. They were 
the first people to be planted here to 
hold this land and live in a spiritual 
way ... and there arc leaders still holding 
on to this way in different areas The 
Hopi leaders are holding on to it. 

So once the Purifiers have conquered the 
land they will come to look for their 
brothers who were left here to live in a 
spiritual way and from whom they were 
separated a long time ago. They will come 
and ask some of the few religious leaders 
who arc holding on to the spiritual path, 
“What are these people doing to you? Have 
they been giving you their religious and 
moral principles and their inventions?” 

And the righteous will have to tell ev¬ 
erything that has been done to them .. 
all the mistreatment and lying and 
cheating and killing of the people Ac¬ 
cording to the pictures we have, the 
Purifiers will then behead all the evil 
and wicked people who have taken ad¬ 
vantage of and mistreated the good peo¬ 
ple and that will be the wrongdoers’ 
punishment . „ 

PLOWBOY: Who arc these purifiers? 

TOM: Our leaders say the Purifiers will 
come from the East but the Hopis don’t 
know who they will be ^ only that they 
will show us a sign or symbol when they 
rise up or when they shake the world two 
times. That has already been fulfilled 


by the two great World Wars and out of 
jj. wc found the symbols of those people 
... THE SWASTIKA SIGN AND THE SUN 
SYMBOL. And these two did shake the 
world two times! They have already pre¬ 
pared themselves for the final big con¬ 
flict on this earth. 

And the great one ~ the last, third one 
^ the one they refer to rn their language 
as the Man with the Red Cap, or red coat 
“ when he arrives he will have many peo¬ 

ple with him and he’ll have already pre¬ 
pared himself by devcloping many fields 
of technology and inventions. 

And when the time comes for them to 
come to this country, they will pool all 
their power and scientific might and the 
three of them will come here together as 
one. It will take one day for them to get 
complete control of this whole continent 
and the Western hemisphere. They will 
have power to paralyze all man-made ma¬ 
chines adn the machines will not move. 
All machines of every type will not do 
any good ... 

And j£ the Purifiers from the East 
fail to come ^ then the prophecy says 
that there’s one coming from the West 
already. Wc don’t know who the person 
i£ but he will be very slow in coming. 
He’s already coming a long time ago, tak¬ 
ing his time and building uop slowly „. 
more people with him, more power, more 
inventions, more scientific analysis I£ 
the one from the East fails io come to 
purify ^ then this one from the West 
will come anyway. 

And when he comes it’ll be like a great 
wind from the West. The people coming 
upon our land will be like millions of 
ants crawling all over ... and the old peo¬ 
ple say that if that ever happens don't get 
on the housetop to watch, because they 
will have no mercy for anyone. They will 
whip everybody. They will probably de¬ 
stroy many people also. That will be our 
punishment ... a cleansing to keep us 
from totally dcitorying this life. 
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Wc hope that many of our good people in 
all races who arc here with us will sur¬ 
vive the Day of Purification. We hope 
they will £o into a new life of peace 
when everything becomes new and all 
plant life comes out on the ground again 
We will mingle together as one people 
and there will be no strangers. Everyone 
will recognize others as brothers and 
share things. ^ There will be no more 
money system. 

PI.OWBOY: What do you think about all 
the people who have seen saucers in the 
desert lately? 

TOM: Hopi prophecy tells of many myste¬ 
rious things happening. They say that 
there are many spiritual people ” helpers 
of the Great Spirit ” who will be check¬ 
ing on mankind to see where we are in 
this life. They will inform the Great 
Spirit when we are ready to let go of the 
spiritual path and go all out for material 
things ~ when we arc ready to destroy 
ourselves and bring about great conflict 
among ourselves ” which, in turn, will 
inspire the Purifiers to come and put a 
stop to it. The prophecy says that as we 
go along we will sec more and more of 
these helpers, But, of course, wc don’t call 
them “flying saucers” ... The Hopi know 
that these things will be coming at this 
time and that we will see many of them 
I’ve seen many in my travels. Recently 
we’ve seen some things ... some of the peo¬ 
ple have seen something ... As an inter¬ 
preter I meet many people who claim to 
have power to do certain things. Some 
claim to be the white brother we’re wait¬ 
ing for and say they have the power to 
bring the flying saucers down ... but I 
know that the Hopi leaders do not have 
faith in such people because wc have our 
own instructions and knowledge of how 
the Purifiers will come. ... 
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PAT ROBERTSON 


Boldly as a cobra, Pat Robertson 
again told his 700 Club audience 
April 29, 1987 that the fulfillment 
of the prophecy “every eye shall 
behold him” meant “on televi¬ 
sion”. He did this in a televised 
discussion with guest hostess, Shar- 
alee Lucas, a covenant member 
of Earl Paulk's Harvester Chapel 
Church. Echoing another common 
“Dominion Theology” line, he 
also told the audience that it was 
now time for us to “go in and 
possess the land.” 

In another incident, Pat Robertson 
appeared on Trinity Television’s 
Praise the Lord Program with Paul 
Crouch on June 29, 1987. This 
time Pat Robertson brought my 
name up, contrary to Trinity’s 
usual policy of not naming names. 
He said, “there’s this woman go¬ 
ing about the country beating me 
up - Constance Cumbey - and 
she says I have to be a New Ager 
because I am for the right of 
children to pray in schools. 

Those who have listened to me 
and read my analysis of Pat 
Robertson know this was nothing 
less than an intentional falsehood. 
I have not written Trinity about 
the matter as yet. 1 feel Pat 
Robertson may have been trying 
to bait me into making a written 
communication with him, which I 
also will not do because of his 
obvious deliberate falsehoods. I 
am praying over what response to 
make. In the meantime, it might 
be a good idea for you to write 
Paul Crouch at Trinity and ask 
him to allow us to set the record 
straight. 

As is the usual fate of female 
co-hosts of the 700 Club, Danuta 
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Soderman has disappeared from 
the the 700 Club scene, with little 
or no explanation of her absence. 
1 felt Danuta was in trouble there 
since Pat Robertson’s September, 
1985 hosting of Phil Donahue. 
Danuta bravely stood up to Phil’s 
obvious anti-Christian stance. 
Butter would not melt in Pat 
Robertson’s mouth towards him. 
Robertson went so far as to pro¬ 
mote Donahue’s viciously anti- 
Christian book, THE HUMAN AN¬ 
IMAL, saying that book repre¬ 
sented a “struggle for faith.” 
Donahue had explained on other 
television interviews that he wrote 
that book because we were being 
terribly unfair to the great pio¬ 
neers of evolutionary theory, such 
as Charles Darwin and Huxley by 
continuing to believe in creation! 

When I watched that program 
(which I videotaped), I told my 
friends, “you watch Danuta. Peo¬ 
ple playing these games don’t like 
naive people.

The very next day, 
Danuta was absent. Towards the 
end of the program, Robertson 
made a terse statement. He said, 
“Danuta is not with us today. She 
and her husband celebrate their 
wedding anniversary every month 
and now it’s their second anniver¬ 
sary and they are off on their 
honeymoon. He then said almost 
menacingly, “it’s all very lovely, 
but it just goes on and on and on.” 
He then said, we’ll have a guest 
hostess next week. The next week 
there was Susan Howard, the star 
of Dallas, having words of knowl¬ 
edge right on schedule. ” 
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These events coincided with my 
being approached with Detroit 
area Freedom Council officials, 
trying to talk me out of my oppo¬ 
sition to Pat Robertson. I showed 
one, an attorney, these video tapes, 
and made the statement, “if you 
really want to know where Pat 
Robertson is coming from, you 
watch and see what he does with 
Danuta.” He agreed with me that 
that would be a good test. Robert¬ 
son was due in Detroit the very 
next week. He made a morning 
appearance at an area inner city 
church for a presentation of Sing, 
Spell, Read and Write. The after¬ 
noon was spent in a more posh 
setting — a reception on a yacht. 
I am informed that the Freedom 
Council told Pat Robertson what I 
had said about Danuta. 1 don’t 
know if that was the governing 
factor or not, but the very next 
Monday, there was Danuta, back 
on the set with a B-I-G smile. I 
hope she negotiated a substantial 
raise as well. Now she is gone 
again, and again, it appears that 
she is replaced with former Dallas 
star, Susan Howard. Sharalee Lu¬ 
cas who was guest hosting that 
show also is gone, with apparently 
little or no explanation. 

NEW AGE

DISCUSSED IN USA TODAY 


The New Age Movement was the 
cover story in the June 4, 1987 
USA today. They work fast. Their 
reporter called me for my per¬ 
spective on the afternoon of June

the very next day, June 4, 1987.

The book of Revelation prophe¬ 
sied that part of the scenario of 
the end time events would be the 
trafficking in the souls of men: 

And after these things I saw another 
angel come down from heaven, having 
great power; and the earth was light¬ 
ened with his glory. And he cried 
mightily with a strong voice, saying, 
Rabylon the great is fallen, is fallen, 
and is become the habitation of devils, 
and the hold of every fonl spirit and 
a cage of every nnclean and hatefnl 
bird.(Rev. IS: 1-2) _ And the merchants 
of the earth shall weep and monrn over 
her; for no man baycth their merchan¬ 
dise any more: The merchandise of 
gold and silver, and precions stones, 
(verse 12) - And cinnamon, and odonrs, 
and ointments, and frankincense, and 
wine, and oil, and fine flonr, and 
wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and 
horses, and chariots, AND SLAVES, 
AND SOULS OF MEN.(Versc 13) 

This is exactly what is being done 
under the guise of “changing the 
corporate culture.” 

The gloves are now coming off 
the New Age practitioners and a 
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new form of ruthlessncss is being 
revealed. What makes the drive so 
intense? Part of it is undoubtedly 
part of their own delusion and 
brainwashing. But a significant 
part of it is motivated by simple 
greed. The sad truth is that the 
only religion many of those man¬ 
dating the training and those sell¬ 
ing it is the “(sh green god” re¬ 
siding in their wallets? 

NEWSWEEK featured a story 
(May 4, 1987) on “Corporate Mind 
Control.” It was subtitled “New 
Age gurus want to change em¬ 
ployee thinking.” There I learned 
more about something that had 
already been filtering into my 
office — that California Pacific 
Bell was compelling all 67,000 of 
its employees to take blatant Gur- 
djieffian training known as “Kro- 
ning.” George Gurdjieff was one 
of the worst and most evil of the 
New Age gurus. The training is 
officially known as “Leadership 
Development Training.” 

The justification PAC Bell offers 
for making this training — admit¬ 
tedly for the purpose of changing 
the belief structures of their em¬ 
ployees is that they gave the 
training to a control (sample) 
group and achieved a 21% in¬ 
crease in productivity after alter¬ 
ing their beliefs. 1 suspect that 
robots might always be a little 
more efficient than living, 
breathing human beings. I also 
suspect that the spirit guides these 
employees pick up might be well 
skilled in management and other 
skills! 

Pac Bell has also announced that 
they intend to finance this train¬ 
ing (a whopping $148 million) by 
passing the charges along to tele¬ 
phone subscribers in the form of 
a rate increase. There is little 
chance that the State of Califor¬ 
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nia which has established a Gov¬ 
ernor’s Commission on Human 
Esteem will deny the rate in¬ 
crease. Therefore, it is time for 
both individuals and subscribers to 
think of suing — perhaps in indi¬ 
vidual actions — perhaps in class 
actions. If ever there was justifi¬ 
cation for a consumer’s class ac¬ 
tion suit, this is it (Such suits have 
been favorite instruments of New 
Agers for years, to force changes 
they desire. 

If you are forced to take this 
training. Pacific Institute Training, 
Dianetics, TM (Transcendental 
Meditation) or any of the myriads 
of such courses now being 
crammed down employee throats, 
it is time for you to take legal 
action. 

The NEWSWEEK article reported 
that a Firestone Human Relations 
director, William (Billy) Gleaton 
of Albany, Georgia was fired for 
refusing to administer one of 
these programs. Gleaton did sue. 
FIRESTONE promptly settled out 
of court. 

To reiterate what I said in THE 
HIDDEN DANGERS OF THE 
RAINBOW, a business organization 
has stepped beyond their legal 
boundaries when they compel you 
to take belief-altering courses. A 
company could not legally condi¬ 
tion hiring, firing, promotion, nor 
demotion on your willingness or 
reluctance to attend bom-again 
Protestant services or a Roman 
Catholic mass. Neither should 
they be allowed to get away with 
forcing blatant Hindu/Buddhist, 
Gurjieffian or the other New Age 
religions down an employees 
throats Thank God, we still have 
a few legal rights left.

Please note 
that the Kirby book was published 
in 1979, two years before 1 learned 
about the New Age Movement in 
1981.

1 don’t pretend to know all the 
factors that went into the Pope’s 
selection of a date and time on 
which to commence a new Mar¬ 
ian year. This Marian year is not 
a twelve month year. It is, instead, 
a 15 month and eight day year 
which was launched on June 6, at 
6 pin. Rome time, or eighteen 
hundred hours military time. 

The event was coordinated by 
Live Aid producer Tony Verna, 
clearly a New Age Movement ac¬ 
tivist.

But 
I am mystified as to why the 
Pope’s launching of the Marian 
year had to begin on such a 6-6-6 
pattern. I am not making a 
definitive statement at this time. 
I am just puzzled as to why the 
Marian year has to be 15 months 
and eight days long. It was 
launched when the Pope cele¬ 
brated the global rosary on June 
6th at 6 p.m. It will not be over 
until August 15, 1988. 

Perhaps our Catholic friends can 
help us out on this one! 
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New Age Movement - 
Intentionality and 
History 


Now that the New Age Movement 
is so much out in the open, a myth 
is circulating about it. That story 
goes something like this: 

“The New Age Movement is un¬ 
structured, or, at best, very loosely 
structured. Its coming together has 
been accidental — not intentional 
Its participants would never seek a 
New Age messiah — nor would 
they submit to a New World Or¬ 
der.” 

Another myth — this one propa¬ 
gated by the EMNR (Evangelical 
Ministry to New Religions) goes 
something like this: 

“The New Age Movement got its 
start in 1978 and took its name 
from the name of a magazine.” 

No, Virginia, the New Age Move¬ 
ment did not take its name from 
New Age Magazine! New Age 
Magazine took its name from the 
New Age Movement of which it 
was an integral part. 

The New Age Movement got its 
start with the founding of two 
parallel organizations in 1875. 
They officially merged in 1878. 
They also blended with some 
older occult strains such as the 
Rosicrucians and the Transcen- 
dentalist Movement. But, official 
organizing got underway with the 
founding of The Theosophical 
Society in New York in 1875 and 
the Arya Samaj in India the the 
same year. 

One of the fables or most com¬ 
mon pieces of disinformation be¬ 
ing spread within the church and 
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recently outside as well is that 
there is no intentional New Age 
networking. Stephen Annett, com¬ 
piler of a 1976 English New Age 
directory. The Many Ways of 
Being lays that notion to rest: 

“The chief characteristic of the 
New Age movement is in the 
coming together and co-opera¬ 
tion between diverse groups, es¬ 
pecially within a community. 

Theosophical Roots 

A large share of political and re¬ 
ligious mischief over the past 
century - on both the right and 
the left, may be traced directly to 
the door of the Theosophical So¬ 
ciety and their networking friends. 
From the beginning the Theo¬ 
sophical Society had a not-so- 
hidden agenda — the promotion 
of “The Great White Brother¬ 
hood” and the new Avatar for the 
Age of Aquarius. 

Madame Blavatsky taught there 
would be a new world messiah or 
“Great World Teacher” come 
into the world. Sensitive 
Theosophists were looking for 
signs of such an extraordinary 
personality and by 1905, they be¬ 
lieved they had found him. 

Years before this, while Madame 
Blavatsky was still living, 
Theosophists were taught by her 
that a new messiah was coming 
and it was their job to help pre¬ 
pare the world for him, even 
though they had not idenitified 
“The Vehicle” as yet. They were 
to help set the stage for the new 
religious leadership by infiltrating 
orthodox religion, penetrating it 
with Eastern teachings, by helping 
to drive the missionaries from the 
East, and by proselytizing the 
West with the teachings of the 
East. This they did by working 
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through the 1893 World Parliament 
of Religions, held at the time of 
the 1893 Chicago World Fair. 

They felt that a new economic 
system was imperative. 

Theosophists were found, conse¬ 
quently, working both leftwing 
and rightwing circles for one. On 
the left, Theosophists such as An¬ 
nie Besant were found in Fabian 
Socialist circles and on the right, 
G. R. S. Mead (Madame 
Blavatsky’s secretary, Ezra Pound, 
A. R. Orage, etc. were working 
something called “Social Credit” 
founded in the offices of Orage’s 
THE NEW AGE. (We will con¬ 
tinue more history in the next is¬ 
sue.) 
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HARMONIC 

CONVERGENCE 


The New Agers will be celebrat¬ 
ing their “Harmonic Conver¬ 

gence”, an event they feel will 
mark the official start of the 
New Age and the end of the 

Mayan and Aztec calendars. This 
will happen on August 16-17. 1 

wish this were the only such 

“convergence.” Unfortunately, 
there are too many harmonic con¬ 
vergences taking place between 
New Agers and Christians. One 

such event is The Making of 
America Conference, coordinated 
by former W. Steuart McBirnie 
associate pastor, Donald Sills. Sills 
is working as actively as can be 
with the Moonies, the Hare Krish- 
nas, the Scientologists, ad nauseum, 
in the interests of “religious free¬ 
dom”. He emceed Reverend 
Moon’s “Welcome Home” ban¬ 
quet upon the occasion of the re¬ 
lease of Reverend Moon from the 
prison term he served for tax 
fraud. Generous infusions of 
Moonie money inspired many 
Protestant clergy to think of the 
case as an attack on all religions. 
At that banquet, Don Sills (I have 
it on videotape) said, “il is time 
we put our theological differ¬ 
ences aside and march hand in 
hand into the future, to lead the 
world from the darkness of slav¬ 
ery and the light of freedom and 
the dawning of a New Age.” 

I introduced myself to Sills at the 
time of the National Religious 
Broadcasters Conference in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. on February 1, 1987, in 
the Exhibit Hall of the Sheraton 
Hotel, the 1987 NRB convention 
site. He told me he was doing 
what he was doing because of “a 
little deal he had with the Holy 
Spirit.” Disgustedly, I told him he 
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should “tell that to God on Judg¬ 
ment Day.” Sills told me he was 
working with the Moonies and the 
Scientologists, “because I’m tired 
of the bigotry!” 

The “Hidden Dangers of the 
Rainbow” shine through Sills’ lat¬ 
est venture, “The Making of 
America Conference.” In a song, 
“So many Voices Sing America’s 
Song,” his lyricist, Robert F. Brun¬ 
ner writes, “So many colors in our 
rainbow choir.” 

The Moonies are working through 
other fronts as well. In addition to 
the Coalition for Religious Free¬ 
dom (CRF); they are working 
among many other fronts as the 
“National Center for Constitu¬ 
tional Studies”; National Center 
for Prosperity Economics. In a 
shameful display of spiritual 
treason, myriads of prominent 
Christians are lending their name 
to such blatant Moonie fronts as 
CAUSA. 

This was scripturally condemned. 
The Bible clearly warned that 
there was a curse on all who went 
to Egypt for help against Assyria. 
God does not need 25 cents worth 
of Moonie money to build his 
kingdom! 


THE PLOT TO USE 
THE CHARISMATICS 


At first blush, Jeremy Rifkin 
would hardly seem to be talking 
about Dominion Theology. After 
all, he advocates the paradigm of 
“entropy.” Our mission as humans, 
this New Ager says, is to “dress 
and keep the earth.” Rifkin calls 
this the “stewardship paradigm.” 
The Dominion theologians, on the 
other hand, such as Rushdoony and 
Gary North, say that our mission is 
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to “subdue the earth.” What do 
these two have in common? It is 
the pointing of their respective 
camps into preparation for revo¬ 
lution at approximately the same 
time, with both sides being con¬ 
vinced they will control the out¬ 
come. Both planned a significant 
role for the charismatics in ad¬ 
vancing their mission. Both sup¬ 
port and are supported by Presi¬ 
dential hopeful Pat Robertson. 
Robertson has highly praised 
Jeremy Rifkin. He had the un¬ 
published manuscript to Rifkin’s 
Bantam New Age series book, 
ENTROPY. While Dominion the¬ 
ologian Gary North has been criti¬ 
cal of Rifkin, he has nonetheless 
been following a Rifkinesque 
scenario of bringing the revolu¬ 
tion he envisions to birth — both 
in terms of planned use of evan¬ 
gelicals and charismatics. 

Gary North and his cohorts among 
the Christian Reconstructionist 
Movement foresee a world that is 
a theocracy. It is based on an old- 
testament code, a la John Calvin. 
It would provide the death penally 
for violation of Biblical laws. 
Jeremy Rifkin rightfully believes 
that Calvin helped propel the di¬ 
alectics that ushered in a new lib¬ 
eralism. Calvin, he argues, helped 
usher in a New Age: 

Calvin believed that the secular world 
should be guided at all times by God’s 
laws. In his own city of Geneva, Calvin 
was successful in creating a virtual 
theocracy. While he never held public 
office, Calvin was instrumental in ad¬ 
vancing social legislation which would 
still be considered progressive by twenti¬ 
eth century standards. According to the 
registers of the city of Geneva, Calvin was 
the driving force behind the regulation 
of hours and conditions of labor, restric¬ 
tions of the tasks imposed upon women 
and children; control of inflationary 
prices of bread, cheese and wine; the 
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right to organize for unskilled and 
guild labor, public investment in busi¬ 
ness enterprise to relieve unemployment; 
adoption of orphans as wards of the court; 
and countless other laws. Unfortunately, 
as is often the case with great reformers, 
the spirit and intent of Calvin’s doctri¬ 
nal beliefs were soon twisted to suit the 
needs of others. .. In the end it was 
Calvin’s emphasis on the importance of 
engaging in worldly activity as a sign 
of election to the kingdom of God that 
helped usher in a new social class, the 
bourgeoisie. It was the bourgeoisie, 
seeking to justify and spur on their 
own desire for material accumulation 
and social power, who transformed the 
religious doctrines of Luther and 
Calvin and formulated a revolutionary 
new philosophy of society “ liberalism. 

Rifkin sees even greater potential 
for the use of Charismatics: 

Strangely enough, it is not a spirit of in¬ 
novation or a mode of open rebellion that 
is spawning wha! could become the great¬ 
est change in Protestantism since its 
birth. On the contrary it is in the 
name of orthodoxy and in the spirit of 
church renewal that millions of de¬ 
voted Christians are giving form to a 
new theological construct; one whose 
sweep is so broad that it could well 
consume the theological world view of 
the Reformation. 

Today’s Christian renewal movement is a 
two-pronged phenomenon. First, there arc 
the millions upon millions of Charis¬ 
matics, whose belief in supernatural 
gifts of faith healing, speaking in 
tongues and prophesy Isicl represent a 
monumental assault on the modern age 
itself. For the Charismatics, these su¬ 
pernatural powers are beginning to re¬ 
place science, technique and reason as 
the critical reference points for inter¬ 
preting one’s day-to- day existence. If 
this unconscious challenge to the mod¬ 
ern world view continues to intensify, 
it could provide the kind of liberating 
force that could topple the prevailing 
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ethos and provide a bridge to the next 
age of history. 

While the Charismatics arc generating 
a potentially liberating impulse, the 
more mainline evangelical movement is 
beginning to provide the necessary re¬ 
form nlation of theological doctrine 
that is essential for the creation of a 
new covenant vision and a new world 
view. 

It is this use of the Neo-Pente- 
costals, or the Charismatics that is 
being explored in this and forth¬ 
coming issues of the MONITOR. 
We will explore the use of the 
evangelicals in forthcoming issues 
as well. The topic is vast. I have 
just started to explore Gary North’s 
companies (Dominion Press) and 
the entire range of the Christian 
Reconstructionist Movement. One 
important reason I did not do so 
earlier is that Gary successfully 
neutralized me for a number of 
years by calling me to tell me 
how much he supported my work 
and dropping me interesting tid¬ 
bits in the mail from time to 
time. 

I suppose that I might still be per¬ 
sonally neutralized were it not for 
Gary’s injudicious not-so-subtly 
veiled threat to me in a letter he 
sent to Peter LaLonde, publisher 
of the OMEGA Newsletter on 
prophecy. Gary also bragged about 
their successful shepherding of 
the Charismatic Movement. I be¬ 
gan to pay attention to details I 
had previously overlooked. One 
important such item was the fact 
that Gary had dedicated his book 
on the New Age Movement — 
UNHOLY SPIRITS - to Bob 
Mumford, founder of the shep¬ 
herding movement along with 
Derek Prince, Don Basham, and 
Ern Baxter. 

I was too naive to realize it at the

time, but Gary was probably 
lulling me to sleep with a tactic 
common to all cult-like groups: 
love-bombing. At that time I was 
innocent about post-millenialism 
and other theological nuances. He 
told me he had stumbled onto 
some of the same trends as I had 
discovered when he wrote his ear¬ 
lier book on witchcraft, but he 
had not felt the time was ripe to 
discuss the New Age movement. 
Now Gary takes credit for initial 
exposure of the NAM. His letter 
to me of April 30, 1983 should 
have tipped me off that there was 
something VERY different about 
his theology. 

The foregoing correspondence 
will show that I asked Gary to 
send me a review copy of DAYS 
OF VENGEANCE by David 
Chilton. I am still wading through 
that massive tome, but skimming 
it, I observed that he was reinter¬ 
preting the entire book of Reve¬ 
lation. Some of the Biblical fig¬ 
ures, Chilton observed, stood for 
signs of the zodiac. You will 
never guess which one we were 
entering! You guessed right. It is 
the sign of Aquarius the water 
bearer! Interesting too was the 
fact that books such as 
Theosophist and comparative reli¬ 
gion scholar Mircea Eliade 
(Bollingen Foundation at that) 
MYTH OF THE ETERNAL RE¬ 
TURN were referenced. I started 
to suspect that the Christian Re¬ 
constructionist Movement was in¬ 
deed a secret society in every 
sense of the word and that it was 
not beyond the realm of possibil¬ 
ity that some of those steering it 
could even be closet New Agers, 
or had at least succumbed to the 
same motivating spirit. 

The Apostle Peter gave a solemn 
warning: 
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Knowing this first, that there shall 
come in the last days scoffers, walking 
after their own losts, and saying Where 
is the promise of his coming? For since 
the fathers fell asleep, all things con¬ 
tinue as they were from the beginning 
of the creation. II Peter 3:3-4 

I used to have real trouble with 
those verses. After all, the people 
doing the mocking and scoffing, 
as far as I could tell, didn’t even 
believe in Creation. They were 
evolutionists. Now, I see it far 
more clearly. Those doing the 
mocking and scoffing profess to 
believe in the Creation. But they 
insist, as does the Christian Recon¬ 
structionist crowd, that all contin¬ 
ues as since Creation. 

This topic will span several issues. 
Iam not big, as you all know, on 
old Chinese proverbs. But the say¬ 
ing that “a picture is worth a 
thousand words” seems to fit here. 
Gary North’s correspondence is so 
blatant on its face, that it must be 
seen to be believed. I sent the let¬ 
ter from Peter Lalonde to Hal 
Lindsey. Hal, I was relieved to 
learn, read it on Paul Crouch’s 
Trinity Broadcast Network. Paul 
Crouch held up David Chilton’s 
book and said, “so, these are the 
folks with the footnotes.” 

Truly as the Book of Daniel says, 
“in those days, those who do know 
their God will be strong and do 
exploits.” That is my favorite 
passage in the Bible. My least fa¬ 
vorite passage immediate follows 
that, “but even some of those of 
understanding will fall by fire 
and by sword for many days J' 
We are getting our exploits in 
while we still have our chance. 

April 30 1983 
Dear Constance: 

I have yet ordered your book, but I plan 
to. I need to revise my witchcraft book 
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shortly ” a task I hate. Revising books 
is agony for me. But before the end of 
the year, I plan to have the job finished. 

I think your book title is incorrect. I 
would subtitle it: “THE NEW AGE 
MOVEMENT AND ITS PROGRAM FOR 
BARBARISM” Your book title assumes 
they are going to win. They aren’t. 
THEY’RE going to suffer the dark age, 
not us. 

The chapter of the Bible people too often 
ignore is Isaiah 65. In ls.6520, we arc told 
that wc will be given long lives, not in 
a post-resurrection era, but in an era in 
which sinners still operate, and die 
“young” at age 100. I take these words lit¬ 
erally. I think a period of progress will 
appear, but not until men accept the 
gospel and stop pursuing rainbows. 

It won’t be easy to turn this world 
around, but they have set the year 2000 
as their cut-off date. I would expect 
them to be derailed by God before that 
time “ not across the boards, but at 
least in principle. Maybe 1999 will be 
the year of their tragedy. I’d like to 
think so, since it would cut them off 
just before they achieve their long 
hoped-for goal. 1 want to play a role in 
derailing them, which is why I sit in 
front of my computer screen all day. 

I look forward to a massive revival. But 
if a revival comes before we’re ready to 
tell men what kind of world God re¬ 
quires us to build, then we will suffer 
another “burned-over district.” That’s 
why I write economic commentaries on 
the Bible. I hope other men will write 
psychological commentaries, education 
commentaries, and political commen¬ 
taries. We need to set forth biblical 
standards for new converts to follow. I 
am doing my best to lay the foundations 
in one area of life. If we lay the founda¬ 
tions, revival will come.

I was further lulled lo sleep by 
Gary’s stance (at least to me) 
against a “Year of Jubilee.” In 
November, 1983, he sent me a 
handwritten note saying: 

November 29, 1983 
Constance: 

I think I had better get out a pamphlet 
on the Jubilee Year. Do you have Sider- 
type citations that you think need to be 
answered? If so, send photocopies. 
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Gary North 

Oh, here and there, lurked a few 
clues that perhaps all was not well. 
Gary sent a letter to somebody 
that was promptly forwarded to 
me saying: 

Dear No Name: 

You have been reading Constance Cum¬ 
bers books. I suggest that you read my 
book UNHOLY SPIRITS, written seven 
years before Mrs. Cum bey’s RAINBOW 
book. INot QUITE true, cccl In that book, 
I cover the theological issues raised by 
you. It would have saved Mrs. Cum bey a 
lot of research time if she had read my 
book before she began researching the 
New Age movement. She spotted a lot of 
bad guys, but the major issues arc theo¬ 
logical [meaning acceptance of Gary 
North’s Post-Millenialism “ a similar 
teaching to the New Age Movement’s. cecJ 

The reason I fail to mention Bcnjaim 
Creme is because he doesn’t have any fol¬ 
lowing or influence. [Definitely not true. 
From Sir George Trevelyan, Prince 
Charles’ former headmaster, on down, 
Creme is revered by English New Agers 
as well as numerous others about the 
world!! 

There already is a New World rder. It 
began with the resurrection. [This is 
Gary’s pnst-mi 1 lenialism coming to light, 
cec!

Remember, virtually nobody in 
the Christian movement except a few spe¬ 
cialists have read Alice Bailey. [Probably 
Pat was one of those. Why else would he 
celebrate the International Week of For¬ 
giveness and say that when the Bible 
says every eye shall see Him, it means on 
television? cccl She was an occultist, is 
hard to read, and any long study of her 
can lead to problems psychologically. Peo¬ 
ple should read very little occult materi¬ 
als and then only because they have a 
real need to know. I am sure Pat never 
has read Alice Bailey. (I am glad GARY 
is sure “ I AM NOT! cec! Successful 
builders of networks have no time for 
utter nonsense. Alice Bailey’s theology is 
nonsense. 

TIIE SECRET KINGDOM has plenty of 
flaws. Pat is neither a philosopher nor a 
trained theologian. [That’s not what Pat 
has claimed for himself as a seminary 
graduate! cecJ Neither is the co-author 
who once wrote a positive book promoting 
Jimmy Carter.

Gary then wrote Peter Lalonde the 
first of an astonishing series of 
letters. After Peter shared them 
with tne, I saw a side to Gary that 
I had not believed possible before.

Dear Mr. Lalonde: 

I have just listened to your taped inter¬ 
view with Dave Hunt. Naturally, I am 
not impressed. In fact, I would say that 
the tapes prove my point: that those who 
hold dispensalional theology has been 
routed since 1980, although the man in 
the pew is unaware of it. I would not 
have thought it possible in 1979. The 
rout is evidenced by the absolute lack 
of counter- attack. There has yet to be a 
single book against Reconstructionism. 
The book by Vickers in 1977 addressed 
only the economics, and that book was 
one of the stupidist exercises in pro-Key¬ 
nesian economics that it was easy for Ian 
Hodge to skewer. 

The sign of victory is the lack of serious 
responses. As yet, yours is one of the few. 
Actually, your presentation is a lot more 
impressive than Dave Hunt’s. 1 think 
your instincts as to what the key divid¬ 
ing issues are between the positions are 
more accurate than his. You haven’t done 
your reading, but your instincts are on 
target. 

You should consider becoming the first 
to take us on. I mean this. Hunt is 
playing mam by-pam by so far. 1 don’t 
blame him. He is betting the store on 
my view being pro-New Age, but since I 
wrote the first book against the New 
Agers (NONE DARE CALL IT 
WITCHCRAFT), he will never make it 
stick. 1 show that his eschatology (and 
yours) is closely linked to New Ager 
Jeremy Rifkin’s ~ in fact, Rifkin delib¬ 
erately targeted premillennialists as 
those who share his views. So the strategy 
of calling names (New Agers!) is about 
to backfire. 

Now, I assume that you are an honest 
man. I have therefore enclosed three 
books. If you are going to smear us, then 
please read us first. When I hear Hunt 
sneer about the “four young men,”, I 
know he hasn’t done his homework. Bob 
Thoburn is 60, has 8 kids (youngest: 16), 
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and started his Christian school “ the 
most financially successful Christian 
school in history ” in 1966. So, Hunt 
hadn't done any reading when he at¬ 
tacked us. That is grossly unfair. 

1 am not one who says rival theologians 
shouldn't attack others. 1 believe they 
should. But they must do full-scale re¬ 
search and know exactly what the rival 
believes. To carry out a successful refuta¬ 
tion, you must know how the other guy 
thinks. In a debate, you must know how 
your opponent will argue, and more im¬ 
portant, how he will respond. If you 
don't know how he thinks well enough, 
don’t go on the attack. 

I enclose the books so that you can pre¬ 
pare yourself for a serious exchange. If I 
didn't think you are a serious opponent, 
I wouldn't waste my time or the money 
the books cost. You owe it to us, as well 
as to your audience, to know exactly what 
we’re saying. Attack what we say, not 
what you think 8is easiest to attack, but 
which bears little relationship to what 
we say. I have in mind all the nonsense 
about our not believing in the Rapture. 
Hunt cither knows better and is lying, 
or else he hasn't done his homework. I 
suspect the latter. If he had researched 
us as well as he researched the cults, he 
could not honestly say the things that 
he does 

Understand, what you guys are saying is 
that anyone who doesn’t time the rapture 
exactly where you do doesn’t believe in 
the rapture. But there arc at least four 
ways of liming the rapture: pre-trib, 
mid-trib, post-trib, and end of time. 
The “helicopter escape” view is not anti- 
rapture; it is simply referring to the psy¬ 
chology of those who await it. You people 
deliberately tell your audience that we 
arc ridiculing the rapture. No; we are 
ridiculing an attitude of desperation 
among premils regarding the rapture. Our 
target isn’t the rapture; our target is your 
psychology of defeat that regards the rap¬ 
ture as a way of escape from personal re¬ 
sponsibility. Anyone who has read my 
UNCONDITIONAL SURRENDER or DO¬ 
MINION AND COMMON GRACE would 
know this. 

Again, let me say that I don’t resent op¬ 
position. Battling out the hard issues of 
theology is how the church progresses “ 
and we post mi Is do believe in progress. 
What I resent is that those who say we 
postmils haven’t done our homework ex- 
egctically themselves have neglected to 
read anything that we’ve written. Yet we 
read our opponents very carefully before 
we go into print to confront them It’s a 
matter of honest confrontation vs. hit 
and run tactics. 


I hbpe you will read the books. If you 

do, and you want a serious discussion, I 
will agree to do a tape with you. You can 
ask any question about my position, and 
I will give you straight answers. If you’re 
smart, you will find the weak chinks in 
my armor “ every theology has weak spots 
“ and I’ll fess up. But “there be few 

that are saved” isn’t one of them. You 

will note, Jesus did not use the future 

tense in that criticism of Israel. Re¬ 
member your fundamental dispensa- 
tional point: He was offering the king¬ 
dom to Israel, and His message was to Is¬ 
rael. It was true: few were being saved 
in Israel. That is why He removed the 
kingdom from Israel He was not making 
a prophecy about the Church “ or at 
least, there is no evidence that it was a 
prophecy. So in making this argument in 
any criticism of postmils, premils aban¬ 
don their original distinction between 
Israel and the Church That is either 
sloppy theology or else deliberate decep¬ 
tion. If you can’t sell subscriptions with 
a tape of me, you are asleep at the wheel. 
I will not argue. I will simply answer 
questions. I will be Mr. Nice Guy. If 
you’rcad the books, you’ll know the ques¬ 
tions.

And the best thing about it, it doesn’t 
look like the hand grenade it really is. 
Step by step, it leads the reader to our 
conclusions, with every reader saying 
“Amen!” chapter by chapter. 

It’s a work of genius because it’s so sim¬ 
ple. And you’ve got the very first copy 
sent to a premil, pretrib writer. 
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By the way, whatever happened to Talbot 
Seminary? 

And wait till you see the “underground” 
tape that is now circulating at Dallas 
Seminary.

You have now taken upon yourself a ma¬ 
jor responsibility. You are positioning 
yourself as the critic of dominion theol¬ 
ogy, after Dave Hunt. As you might sus¬ 
pect, we are preparing to give Mr. Hunt a 
run for his theological money. We regard 
him as the Hal Lindsey of the late 1980’s 
” and with the same future: “Oh, yes, I 
remember you. You were that fellow who 
said Jesus was just around the corner 
because Israel was founded in 1948. and 
one generation later. . . .” 

It didn’t happen. It isn’t going to happen. 
And in the year 2002, we pick up the 
pieces. When Israel gels pushed into the 
sea, or converted to Christ, Scofieldism 
dies a fast death. Rest assured, I have a 
manuscript ready to go when either of 
these events happens. (And if it doesn’t 
happen, I have lots of other manuscripts.)

It 
wasn’t the Manifest Sons of God (whoever 
they were).

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steadily working to set them¬ 
selves up as THE EXPERTS on 
the New Age Movement. 

• Doug Groothuis - the IntcrVarsity 
Press writer on the New Age Mov- 
ment has pooh-poohed the associa¬ 
tion of the New Age Movement 
with cither anti-semitism and 
Biblical Prophecy. Now it turns 
out that he has long been associ¬ 
ated with post-millennial circles 
and even belonged to a Bible 
study group at Portland Bible 
Temple “ a restoration, revival 
ministry, tinged with Manifest 
Sons of God teachings. 

Gary North has attempted to define New 
Age Movement solely in terms of: Divin¬ 
ity of Man 

And, many of the people Gary North, et 
al are working with do preach the Divin¬ 
ity of Man. But Gary North, et al, have 
tried to gloss this fact over, by saying 
that these people, such as Earl Paulk, 
merely expressed themselves poorly. 

Reincarnation 

Gary North says that a New Ager must 
necessarily express a belief in reincarna¬ 
tion. This is not necessarily true. In the 
first place, many in the New Age Move¬ 
ment are not stupid, at least in the 
generic sense of the word. If they held 
such beliefs, they would keep them to 
themselves. In the second place, some in 
the New Age Movement arc secular hu¬ 
manists. While they profess no spiritual¬ 
ity, they arc united with the New Agers 
by a belief that they will usher in an 
earthly kingdom for a new millennium.

But there is something very vital that 
the humanists, the New Agers, the Man¬ 
ifest Sons of God, the Christian Recon¬ 
structionists, the Post-Mil len ialists, the 
Discipleship and Shepherding groups, the 
Dominion Theology proponents, and the 
Communists have in common ~ that 
somehow, by human efforts, they can cre¬ 
ate heaven on earth. All these groups be¬ 
lieve that those who wait on God are 
detrimental to the future of the human 
race. Again, hear the words of the HU¬ 
MANIST MANIFESTO II (1973): 

theism, especially faith in the prayer- 
hearing God, assumed to love and care for 
persons, to hear and understand their

Salvation ism, based on 
mere affirmation, still appears as harm¬ 
ful, diverting people with false hopes of 
heaven hereafter.

Bluntly, the real difference between the 
Christian reconstructionist movement 
and these other movements I have men¬ 
tioned is that the New Agers have it 
straight who they are working for! The 
New Agers know it is for Lucifer. The 
Christians are preaching a different 
gospel with a very different spirit and 
claim they are doing it for God. As Jesus 
said: 

not be offended. They shall put out of 
the synagogues; yea, the time cometh, that 
whosoever killcth you will think that he 
docth God service.

Mullins reveals himself as a Biblically 
prophesied last day “mocker and scoffer" 
when he says “Most of the ‘hidden dan¬ 
gers’ which Cum bey writes about remain 
hidden despite her ‘courageous expose’.’’ 

While BETWEEN WAR AND PEACE 
hardly qualifies as Alice Bailey’s princi¬ 
pal work, it being so rare that it is not 
offered by Lucis Trust, nevertheless, it 
is revealing that Eustace Mullins men¬ 
tions it. That book is extremely rare and 
I am fortunate to own a copy. I found it 
at a local New Age book dealer four years 
ago marked “Out of Print** and “Ex¬ 
tremely Rare."

Many who expressed the 
same racial goals as Hitler prior to World 
War 11 as Lucis Trust did in its book, 
THE SCIENCE OF THE INITIATES, at¬ 
tempted to cover their tracks by writing 
what Eustace Mullins calls “frenetic de¬ 
nunciation of Hitler and the entire Nazi 
movement" However, a careful reading of 
her materials or what she says was dic¬ 
tated to her by the Tibetan Master 
Djwhal Khul shows that her racial ideas 
were the same as those of the Nazis. I 
called her “the high priestess of the oc¬ 
cult" not “The High Priestess of Nazism " 
This is another deliberate misrepresenta¬ 
tion by Eustace Mullins ” the same Eu¬ 
stace Mullins that the FBI considered 
so dangerous they kept, according to 
Mullins, an 800 page record on him. (See 
A WRIT FOR MARTYRS by Eustace 
Mullins. Evidently, the FBI considered 
him dangerous with good reason!) 

Were it not for a scries of fortuitous 
events, I would probably still be igno¬ 
rant of Eustace Mullins. Although I had 
heard of him “ my inherent dislike of 
mathematically related subjects had de¬ 
layed my reading of his SECRETS OF 
THE FEDERAL RESERVE. Besides that, 
good friends of mine such as Southwest 
Radio Church and J. R. Church were 
stocking one of his books, and so I had 
not thought of him as a New Age writer.

I, of course, heard of Pound, and consid¬ 
ered him the same as other poets I heard 
of during interminable college lectures 
“ something that should be marketed 
and sold as a cure for insominia. After 
all, didn’t most of us get our best naps 
in college dozing off to the great prose 
and poetry writers of history! 


Nor was Eustace Mullins ever in serious 
danger of scrutiny from my study of eco¬ 
nomics “ at least not prior to July 4, 
1986. Truthfully, one of my motivations 
for majoring in law was that it required 
very little in the way of mathematics or 
economics. I was blissfully ignorant of 
the difference between a ten dollar bill 
and a treasury note. For me, reading 
books on economics could trigger a mi¬ 
graine headache! All I remembered from 
college economics were the phrases “mi¬ 
cro-economics;" “macro-economics;" and 
“them that has gets." I received a B* in 
that course, as I recall it, which says lit¬ 
tle or nothing for the discernment of 
the professor conducting the course “ or 
it might say something about my ability 
to “cram " 

It was unfortunate for Eustace Mullins 
that his Dallas distributor attended my 
Dallas speech on July 4, 1986. That speech 
was given shortly after I had become 
aware of Ezra Pound’s involvement in 
both the occult and pro-Nazi/Fascist ac¬ 
tivities. I had recently read Dr. E. 
Fuller Torrey’s THE ROOTS OF TREA¬ 
SON: EZRA POUND AND THE SECRET 
OF ST. ELIZABETHS I was fortunate to 
find the book on a remainer table at the 
massive Borders Bookstore in the Detroit 
area and Pound’s name caught my eye 
because of my study of Lucis Trust and 
one of its offspring organizations The 
Boll ingen Foundation. I read in 
William McGuire’s book, BOLLINGEN: 
AN ADVENTURE IN COLLECTING THE 
PAST that the Bollingen fellows and di¬ 
rectors had championed the cause of Ezra 
Pound. Ezra had been hospitalized for 
insanity while awaiting trial on charges 
of treason for wartime activities con¬ 
ducted on behalf of Mussolini and 
Hitler. Dr. Torrcy, a staff psychiatrist at 
the very same hospital where formerly 
Pound and presently John Hinckley arc 
housed concluded that Pound was not 
insane, but had cooperated with the ap¬ 
pearance of insanity to avail himself of 
the only defense he had to his treason 
charges ” insanity. 

This was of special significance to me 
because of a paragraph contained in Fos¬ 
ter Bailey’s book, RUNNING GOD’S 
PLAN: 

“Another approved hierarchical project 
is the uniting of the nations of Europe 
in one cooperating peaceful community 
— One attempt was to begin by uniting 
the peoples living in the Rhine river 
valley using that river as a binding 
factor. It was an attempt by a disciple 
but did not work. Now another at¬ 
tempt is in full swing 

Alice Bailey wrote of the development 
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and importance of Bollingen in her UN- 
F1 N ISHFD AUTOBIOGRA PI IY: 

“Wc had been in correspondence for 
some liltlc while with a woman in 
Switzerland who had a good deal of 
knowledge and who was interested in 
what wc were teaching and in doing 
something to reach the world with the 
Ageless Wisdom (occult leachingsl She 
had a beautiful home on I.akc Maggiorc 
in Switzerland where she had built a 
lecture hall and accumulated a very 
good library. One day in the fall of 
1930 she turned up late one night at 
our home in Stamford, Connecticut, 
and spent a little time with us there, 
talking over many things, laying her 
various ideas before us, finding out 
what was our point of view and offering 
herself as a collaborator with us. She 
suggested the idea that with our help 
she should start a spiritual centre at 
Ascona near Locarno on Lake Maggiorc 
and that it should be undenomina¬ 
tional, nonsectarian and open to eso¬ 
teric thinkers and occult students of 
all groups in Europe and elsewhere. She 
had those lovely houses, this lecture 
hall and these beautiful grounds 
which would be her contribution, and 
Foster and I should go there and start 
the project and lecture and teach. „.”<1> 

Alice Bailey was to record that Olga 
Froebe's offer was accepted by them in 
the spring of 1931 and the entire family 
” Alice, Foster and three daughters 
made the trip abroad. <2: Alice was to 
find the Ascona environment relatively 
unsuitable for raising daughters: 

“The district had been at one time the 
centre of the Black Mass in Central 
Europe and evidences of this could be 
found on the country roads. The little 
villages around had been largely de¬ 
serted by their inhabitants owing to 
cconomic conditions and had been pur¬ 
chased by groups from Germany and 
France whose aims and ideas were any¬ 
thing but nice or clean. The few years 
preceding the war, particularly in Ger¬ 
many, were peculiarly nasty. All kinds 
of vices and evil were cultivated and a 
lot of those who practiced these unde¬ 
sirable modes of life hied themselves 
to the Italian lakes during the sum¬ 
mer. _ As soon as I found the kind of 
place it was, and that in spite of all of 
its beauty there lurked much evil, I 
simply sat down and told the girls all 
about it. I was determined that they 
should not be so innocent that they 
would get into dangers and I pointed 
out the types of people on the roads who 
were plainly the undesirable kind. ». 
I told them baldly and straight just 
what it was all about, including its 
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degeneracy and its homosexuality, so 
that they passed unscathed through a 
great deal which might have damaged 

lhem.”<3> 

After the girls received this motherly 
warning from Alice, herself in a proper 
British environment, the family enjoyed 
the scenic and cultural environment for 
the next three years. Many important 
contacts were made: 

“It was there for the first time that we 
met Dr. Robert Assagioli, who had been 
our representative in Italy for several 
years ... The second year that we went to 
Ascona was one of very real interest 
Grand Duke Alexander joined us 
there.”<4> 

During these years (1931-1933) time the 
Baileys’ apportioned their time “ five 
months in Europe, seven months per year 
in the United States The European work 
was cross-pollinating their New York 
work: 

“During these years in which my hus¬ 
band and I were five months over in 
Great Britain and Europe and seven 
months in the United States the school 
work as steadily growing. The work done 
in Ascona for three years had brought a 
number of people of different nationali¬ 
ties into the school and these along with 
others who had already joined the school 
through reading the books had produced 
a nucleus from many countries in Eu¬ 
rope on which wc could build the fu¬ 
ture work.”<5> 

Quite naturally, I was interested in the 
various outreaches of that important oc¬ 
cult work that Alice Bailey had been in¬ 
strumental in founding. 1 followed up 
my reading of Alice Bailey with reading 
BOLLINGEN: AN ADVENTURE IN 

COLLECTING THE PAST by William 
McGuire (Bollingen Series, Princeton). 1 
learned on page 205 that Boll ingen had 
awarded a fellowship for studying the 
life of Ezra Pound to Noel Stock in 1961. 
A few pages over, 1 was to read: 

The psycho-historian E. Fuller Torrey 
made ample references to Pound’s oc¬ 
cultism in general including his partic¬ 
ipation in Theosophical concerns: 

“Ezra Pound’s religion also included an 
appreciable measure of mysticism and 
reincarnation. This was evident in early 
poems such as ‘Histrion,’ and also in 
‘Comradcric’ ... When Pound wrote in 
Paris of External vibrations’ affecting the 
pineal gland’s retina-pigment, thereby 
producing light and wisdom, he may 
well have been alluding to mystical vi¬ 
brations received from his Parnassian 
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predecessors. Pound’s belief in reincar¬ 
nation was also consonant with his con¬ 
tinuing interest in astrology throughout 
the Paris years. In 1922, for example, he 
contributed to the LITTLE REVIEW a 
complex astrological calendar typing per¬ 
sonality and life events to the signs of 
the zodiac and to the Greek gods; 
Pound’s birth date fell under Bacchus 
on the calendar. The idea of reincarna¬ 
tion is also consistent with Pound's be¬ 
lief in the universe as a vortex, ’a system 
of energies that is unified at some mys¬ 
terious point,' and of the energies flow¬ 
ing on from soul to soul.” 

Moreover, Dr. Torrey indicated that it was 
Pound’s occultism that made it possible 
for a man of his intelligence to uncriti¬ 
cally accept the obviously fraudulent 
PROTOCOLS OF ZION: 

“From the perspective of the present it is 
difficult to understand how a man of 
Pound’s intelligence and worldliness 
could accept THE PROTOCOLS OF ZION 
as authentic, replete as it was with in¬ 
ternal contradictions and thinly dis¬ 
guised prejudice. It should be remem¬ 
bered that Pound’s education was almost 
exclusively in languages and literature, 
not in history, economics, or the natural 
sciences. Moreover, he thought from pre¬ 
conceived troths revealed to him in 
mystical reveries, not deductively from 
observation.” 

Pound believed that the world should 
be governed by an aristocracy from his 
crowd of believed artistic elites: 

“Pound believed that it was time for 
the ‘aristocracy of the arts’ to take con¬ 
trol of civilization. ‘Wc turn back, wc 
artists, to the powers of the air, to the 
djinns who were our allies aforetime, 
to the spirits of our ancestors.’ This 
aristocracy would ‘combine and form a 
new civilization in the midst of the 
unconscious and semi- conscious 
gehenna. ‘My problem,’ Pound wrote, ‘is 
to keep alive a certain group of advanc¬ 
ing poets, to set the to set the arts in 
their rightful place as the acknowl¬ 
edged guide and lamp of civilization.’ 
He was increasingly derivise of the 
common man, whom he characterized as 
‘men who simply haven’t the brains to 
do anything else without intolerable 
mental fatigue.’ Civilization, Pound 
wrote from Paris, cannot be based ‘on 
an illiterate multitude. It has never 
come out of slaves, though every state 
has hade slaves or ‘the employed.’ It, the 
vortex, has historically come from free 
groups, or from groups formed about 
men who had reached a condition of 
more than freedom.’ Ezra Pound be¬ 
lieved himself to be a leader of such 
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a group* whatever the source of his spe¬ 
cial powers might be.” 

McGuire listed Bollingcn fellows for 
that year as Conrad Aiken, W. H. Auden, 
Katherine Garrison Chapin (Mrs. Francis 
Biddle, wife of US. attorney general un¬ 
der Roosevelt, Francis Biddle), T. S. Eliot, 
Paul Green, Katherine Anne Porter, 
Theodore Spencer, and Willard Thorp. 

While giving an award to a poet is not 
unusual per sc in and of itself, even by 
an occult-oriented group, this award was 
different because of Pound’s legal status 
at the time. He was housed in a mental 
institution, St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in 
Washington, D.C. where he was to be 
housed until he was competent to stand 
trial for the charges of treason he re¬ 
ceived for radio broadcasts he made dur¬ 
ing World War II sympathetic to the 
Nazi and Fascist governments of Adolf 
Hitler and Mussolini respectively. 

Needless to say, I was investigating 
Pound as a possible “missing link" be¬ 
tween hard-core Nazism and mainstream 
occultism. I was fortunate to obtain St. 
Elizabeth staff psychiatrist, E. Fuller 
Torrcy*s THE ROOTS OF TREASON: EZRA 
POUND AND THE SECRET OF ST 
ELIZABETH’S. That book made it abun¬ 
dantly clear that the root of much of 
Ezra Pound’s treason was his occult mys¬ 
ticism. On page 116 of that book, for ex¬ 
ample, I was to read: 

Networking to award Pound the prize 
included some names familiar to those 
reading Mullins’ accounts of his friends 
with whom he was on good terms in his 
book, A WRIT FOR MARTYRS. They in¬ 
cluded Huntingdon Cairns and Librar¬ 
ian of Congress Luther Evans.
